OLD BOOK-SHOPS 


I 
THINK that I shall never lose the inborn love for book-shops which I 
have. It is well-nigh impossible for me to pass a book-shop without 
stopping and browsing for a time at least. I have visited every sort under 
the sun, it seems, and still I crave for more! 
The fascinating thing about an old book-shop is that every book there 
has been handled, read, and loved to some extent. And each one has come 
from far and wide, representing dozens of nationalities and races, as well 
as separate states or nations. 
I have frequently picked up a book in a 
Florida or California shop with book-plates, or signatures of people 
from many a foreign land. 
In my library are dozens of books that have been picked up in old 
book-sho^s. scattered all over the continent—and when I read them I 
think of the love and pleasure that each book must have given to others. 
I like to come in contact with people in an old book-shop. 
They 
are always book lovers. It is always interesting to learn what they are 
looking for. The keepers of these shops are nearly always interesting 
and well-informed people. I have always envied them. 
Hours pass so quickly th at I hardly note their going—when housed in 
a good old book-shop. 
Not long ago I picked up a little book for a trifling sum a t a B alti­ 
more book-shop. It had the signature of a man who was once one of the 
most written about men in America. Below his autograph was the one 
of his daughter, who gave him the little book. I couldn’t help but think 
of many emotions that each must have felt over that small volume, 
and the delight that it brought to each. 
Two of the most interesting books I have ever read about books and 
took-shops are those by Christopher Morley—his delightful “Parnassas On 
Wheels” and “The Haunted Book-Shop.” 
Years ago the old book-shops were gathering places for the noted in 
literature. Bill Nye. George Ade, Eugene Field, and a great group used to 
gather in the old Morris book-shop in Chicago. 
I can recall its fasci­ 
nating atmosphere. 
Nearly every city has its quaint book-shops—and they are a credit to 
any city, and a delight to thousands of lovers of books.
